Methods cf a Dairyman Whose Product 
Scored the Most Points. | 

In describing how he made butter 
which wou first prize at the Tennes- 
see state fair a dairyman says: j 

“First I am careful to have all cows 
healthy and their digestion in the best 
of order. To avoid as far as possible 
any taint from feeds the cows were 
taken from pasture and stabled one 
and a half hours before milking, with 
nothing but pure and fresh wheat bran 
from an honest country miller. 

“Each milking was kept separate for 
several milkings and a small quantity 
of eactrused asa ‘starter’ for the next. 
The milk was run through a separator 
and the cream cooled as soon as possi- 
ble in a can submerged in spring wa- 
ter. No ice was used at any stage. 
After being kept at about 56 degrees 
for about twenty hours ‘starter’ from 
previous milking was added and the 
cream ripened at about 70 degrees, 
then cooled as low as possible in 
spring water for several hours before 
churning by concussion. Sy neglect 
no color was put in the cream, and 
same was added with the salt, which 
caused the product to be somewhat 
mottled, and {it lost one point on col- 
or, likely froin that cause. It scored 
perfect in body, salt and package. 
The cream was churned rather sweet, 
but I was surprised {t stood {ts travel |

Secretary Knox has sent an Important 
Note to the Chancelleries of Europe 
Proposing an International Court 0: 
Arbitral Justice—England’s .Atti- 
tude is Described as Particularly 
Sympathetic and Encouraging. 


Washington, D.C.—The state depart- 
ment, througa Secretary Knox person- 
ally contiriyed and elavoratea a state- 
ment mage that the United States 
had addressed the great powers in a 
circular note on tiie subject of uni- 
versal peace, 

The iuipressive idea evolved by this 
government was that the conscience 
of the world should be committed first 
to an international court of arbitral 
justice, the inevitable result of which 
would be the attainment of universal 
peace. The state department reports 
that the American ambassadors and 
Ministers at some of the leading for- 
eign courts had indicated that the 
idea was receiving favorable consid- 
eration. England’s attitude is describ- 
ed as particularly sympathetic and en- 


couraging. 
Interest was added to the situation 
by the information that. President 


Taft is standing behind hf%& secretary 
of state in urging compliance with 
the note of this government which was 
addressed directly to the foreign of- 
fices and therefore, to the sovereigns 
themselves. 

The foreign correspondents were 
particularly persistent in their efforts 
to get the view of the state depart- 
ment 

The view was given out officially. 
The strength of the appeal for an in- 
ternational ‘‘court of peace,” as it may 
be termed, lies in its directness. 

It goes far beyond the somewhat 
crude proposal of the Czar of Russia, 
which startled the world some years 
ago, when he made the fantastic sug- 
gestion of disarmament by the mili- 
tary powers. The proposal contains 
an astute suggestion to Great Britain, 
through its alarm over a possible war 
with Germna It uppeals to France, 
whose enemy is nesr at hand. It 
commends itself, as Mr. Knox puts it, 
to the conscience of the lesser powers 
who have everything to lose and no- 
thing to gain by war. 

The note of Mr. Knox was not sent 


until it had received the favorable 
consideration of at least three of the 
leading senators from the foreign 


relations committee and his proposi- 
tion was endorsed et a conference be- 
tween himself and President Taft. 
The crux of Secretary Knox's sug- 
gestion may be repeated, although 
defined by himself in his paraphrase 
on the identical note to the powers, 
He believes that if an international 
court of arbitral justice were estab- 


lished, as the result of present pour.) 
parlers, the idea of universal peace. 


would be so firmly fixed in what he 
graphically calls the ‘International 
conscience’ that it would be equiv- 
alent to the peace of the world. 


It can be stated on the authority.

mote peace,

of getting into Asquith’s meeting than 
into a Muason’s lodge. 


The Liberals were indignant that 
the suffragettes had foreed them in 
self defence to exclude their own 


wives and daughters from the pleas- 
ure of hearing Asquith. The Lib- 
erals outside the rink were in bad 
teraper. When two suffragettes from 
London began to distribute lesflets 
they were mobbed and their faces 
slapped and the police hustled them 
away none too kindly from worse 
brutality at the hands of the mob, 
consisting mostly of small boys with 
grown up men standing round letting 
hoodlums handle helpless women. 
The Bath suffragettes had arranged to 
follow their London sisters in distri- 
buting leaflets, but their courage failed 
them. 


Scope of Annuitics Act 

Ottawa.—As a result of the increased 
advantage being taken by the public 
of the Government Annuities system, 
it is learned that amendments will be 
made to the present Annuities act this 
session, which will make material 
changes in the modus operandi in 
some cases, 

At present the purchasing of an- 
nuities is restricted by certain con- 
ditions. The public is now, however, 
awakened to the many advantages 
which the scheme offers and the 
greetly@ incressed interest is shown 
by the fact that the revenue at pres- 
ent derived by the government from 
the annuities amounts to close on 
$400,000. It has been considered ad- 
visable, therefore, to further extend 
the scope of the act and amendments 
will accordingly be brought in. 

As a result of the amendments, cer- 
tain classes, heretofore unable to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to buy 
annuities will in future be able to do 
so. As an example of how the amend- 
ment will work out it may be men- 
tioned that congregations who desire, 
may after it has passed, purchase an- 
nuities for their pastors and they inay 
also be sfevided for missionaries, a 
provision which is expected greatly to 


facilitate the support of fereign mis-. 


sions. 
Has Largest Mileage 

Montreal.—It was stated at the Ca- 
nadian Pacific headquarters that with 
the 1,760 miles added to the system 
during the past year it had taken the 
premier place for mileage amongst the 
railroads of this continent. 

The C. P.QR. now has 10.048gmiles 
of road in @anade and nearl¥ 5,000 
‘owned or controlled in the United 
States, making a total of 15,000 miles. 
This is nearly 3,000 miles more than 
its largest competitor in the United 
States, the New York Central, which 
between owned and controlled — lines 
‘has 12,524 miles.

MILLERS ARE. 
| FAVORABLE 


‘GOVERNMENT ELEVATORS HAS 
FURTHER ENDORSEMENT. 


Manager of One Large Milling Com- 
pany Endorses the Government 
Ownership of Elevators—Should 
be Greatest Possible Freedom to 
Farmers in Marketing and Dis- 
posal of Their Produtts, 


Winnipeg, Man.—At least one big 
milling company has mide a definite 
pronouncement which is practically 
an endorsement of the government 
ownership of elevators. 

This is the Ogilvie Milling Com- 
pany, and in an interview W. A 
Black, manager of that company, out- 
lined the position of his company very 
plainly, as follows: ‘The policy of 
our company has always favored the 
‘greatest possible freedom to farmers 
in the marketing and disposal of 
their products, and in so far as the 
piesent proposal that the government 
should operate a line of elevators is 
concerned, we have no objection to 
offer whatever, so long as they are 
conducted on a businesslike basis 
The rates, in my opimion, should be 
made so as not to exceed the actual 
cost, with due regard to the matter 
of depreciation, the necessary inter- 
est on the investment, and some 
reasonable amount towards a sinking 
fund. 

“Country elevators generally are 
not now, and never have been in our 
experience, a commercial proposition 
by themselves, but rather a 
of handling from the farmers to the 
cars in order to facilitate more rapid 
transportation, thus obviating blocks 
and the provision of necessary stor- 
age. Our company, however, is not 
interested to the same extent as the 
elevator companies, whose business is 
confined to the handling of grain for 
others, and buying and selling grain, 
whereas the matter of selection and 
accumulation for future use, of grain 
of suitable quality for our miiling re- 
quirements, makes a line of interior 
elevators of our own, a necessary ad- 
junct te-the business.” 

A very prominent member of the 
Grain Growers’ Association said that 
he had read with a great deal of in- 
terest, the opinions ‘expressed by 
members of the Grain Exchange upon 
their memorial which was presented 
to the* government last week as a 
basis of action for the inauguration 
of government owned elevators. He 
considered the position taken by the 
dealers to be broad and reasonable,

Considerable Amount of Alberta Grain 
Being Taken Down the Pacific 
Coast this Season 


Vancouver.—Heavy shipments of 
barley to the west coest of Mexico 
Will be made from Vancouver during 
the next few months, the  consign- 
ments are being handled by the Jeb- 
sen & Ostrander line of steamers op- 
erating between Vancouver, Victoria 
and Puget Sound and ports along the 
Mexican coast. This {steamship line 
has succeeded in working up a consid- 
erable freight trade during the short 
time it has been in existence, thé 
service being dependable, and in every 
way meeting the demanas of shippers. 

On the steamer Erna there is a con- 
signment of 300 tons of barley, and 
the next steamer will take a much 
larger shipment. The barley is for 
Mexican west coast ports, and is for 
use in the commissariat of railway 
construction cemps. All this barley 
is from Alberta, being shipped over 
the C. P. R. into Vancouver. 

The Erna, which is carrying a spe- 
cial excursion of Vencouver, Victoria 
and Seattle people to Mexico, Guate- 
malen, Salvador and Nicaraguan 
ports, besides. side trips to Mexico 
City and Guadalajara, will get away 
with her passenger — acconimodation 
taxed to the limit. A great many of 
those who will make the trip are 
business men seeking to establish 
lines of trade with Mexican ports and 
others are people desirous of spend- 
ing a portion of the winter in the 
sunny southern lands. The trip will 
occupy six weeks’ time. 


Great Increase in Ag-icultural Produce 

Boston, Mass.—Hon. Sydney Fisher, 
minister of agriculture, for Canada, 
sees for the Dominion a roseate future, 
in which her creat resources will have 
been developed and. she will chiefly 
furnish food consumed in the United 
States. For the benefit of the mem- 
bers of the Beacon ‘society here, he 
drew verbel pictures of the Dominion’s 
future. Like the United States, he 
said, Canada has been wasting her 
natura] resources, but has seen the 
folly of it and proposes to consorve 
them from now on. He professed to 
see ahead when the United States will 
have ceased, by reasen of congestion 
of peonle, to be a food producing na- 
tion like she now-is, but he assured 
his hearers, there need be no fear, as 
Canada will fa be more able to feed 
us all. In illustrating the manner in 
which the greet country to the north 
is developing, her resources and, mov- 
ing toward her ideal, Mr. Fisher said 
thet in ten years, her products of agri- 
culture have increased from $160,000 - 
000 to $563.000.000 and she has as yet 
bnt touched the fringe of her possi-, 
bilities.

The report adds: 

“No such increase in agricultural, 
land values was ever known before in) 
the history of the world in any coun- 
try. The value of farms in the United} 
States has increased 44 per cent. more 
than in 1900, the figures of tle year. 
showing an increase of 25 per cent. | 
over the previous decade.” | 

The most remarkable figures pre- 
sented show that the western section, | 
which ineluded New Mexico, Colorado, | 
Wyoming, Montana and other states, | 
has in the past ten years shown an in- 
crease in the number of farms of 100 
per cent.

Much Illicit Selling in City of Edmon- 
{ ton—Will Ask for Some 
| Futher Amendments 


Edmonton, Alta.—That “abolish the 
bars’ ‘ig the slogan of the Alberta 
Moral and Teniperance reform people 
was very strongly hinted at the even- 
ing service in the First Presbyterian 
church when the Rev. G. W. G. For- 
tune, general field secretary of the 
association, was the sfeaker. In very 
stringent terms he pointed out the evil 


effects of the liquor traffic upon a 
community. The enormous quantity 
consumed in Alberta was to be seen 


from the fact that the entire oat out- 
put of the province was scarcely suffi- 
cient to pay for its drink bill. Over 
six million dollars went over the bar 
annually and for this the people got 
absolutely no return. The value of 
the wheat output of the province was 
about $97,000,000, and yet this would 


not the drink bill of Canada. 
“Far ” he said, “Alberta’s wheat 
crop being insufficient to pay for the 


drink bill of the Dominion 

The ker went on to speak of the 
bed effects upon business generally of 
the traffic in liquor. “Your biggest 
competitor in business is not the man

Indians Decline U. S. Citizenship 

Weshington.—Fifteen thousand full 
hlooded members of the Creek, Chick- 
esnw, Choctaw and Cherokee Indian 
tribes have jeined in a petition to 
congress and the president asking that 
citizenship will be withheld from them 
on the ground that they are not pre- 
pared to exercise such responsibility 
and that the United States continue as 
their guardians. Eeufaula Pario, head 
man of the “four mothers” as the joint 
council of the four tribes is called, is 
here to present the petition. He savs 
his fellow tribesmen are unfitted by 
education and training to be citizens 
of the United Stetes. They are less 
fitted for such resnonsibilitv. he says, 
than the negroes who had the advan- 
tage of association with white. neople 
before they were admitted to Citizen- 
ship. 


Buffalo Meat on Sale in New York 

New York.—Buffelo meat is on sale 
in the market of New York for the 
first time in many years. Twenty- 
eight hundred pounds, representing 
four bull buffalo, are offered and the 
meat brings seventy-five cents a 
pound. 

The hices are on sale for $1,000 
each, Thirty years ago they could 
have been bought for $5 a piece. 

The four buffalo bulls were shot 
by a western rancher who has a pri- 
vate herd in Wyoming. It is said 
that there are now less than one 
thousand in America alive, and it 
was onlv because of the unruly tem- 
ner of the four that they were sacri- 
ficed. 


Will Rebuild Glace Bay N.S. Station 

London.—William Marconi has ar- 
ranged to sail for Canada on January 
20 to supervise a new installation of 
his transatlantic apparatus at Glace 
bay in place of that destroyed by fire. 

The station at Clifden on the Trish 
coast, hes been re-equipped and Mar- 
coni is confidently looking forward to 
the resumption of the transatlantic 
wireless service in the course of the 
next month. The experience in the 
actual working of his system before 
the destruction of the Glace bay an- 
peratus has given occasion for valu- 
dble observation, which will be utiliz- 


led in the re-eouinment of both Irish 


and Canadian stations. 


Will Work on Tos of Freight Cars 

Ottawa.—After hearing representa- 
tions by Canadian and American rail- 
weys operating in Canada, against the 
doing away of brekemen on the top 
of freight cars, Chairman Mabee, of 
the railway commission decided that 
present conditions would not be 
changed and brekemen will continue 
to nerform their duties on the top of 
freight cars,

Washington.—Representative Adair

The propaganda of Mr. Wilson, sec- 
retary of agriculture at Washington, 
is being followed with close attention, 
especially seeing a crop of sixty mil- 
lion bushels from last year the yicid 
being twice us great as most other 
wheats and the profit 100 per cent. at 
present prices. 

Seeing the great importance of the 


‘question to the Canadian west, Mr. 


Griffith, secretary of the high com- 
missioner’s office, acting on behalf of 
Lord Strathcona has  circularized 
wheat and our trade associations of 
this country with remarkable results. 
The London association says former 
objections to durum has been minim- 
ized by improvements in the equip- 
ment of British mills. Some other as- 
socistions centinue to condemn 
Durum, but replies generally show 
that most progressive Pritish millers 
refuse to follow the American millers 
in condemning Durum. They report a 


large and increasing demand for 
Durum which is now fetehing three 
to three and one half shillings per 


ouarter less than No. 1 northern, but 
a greatly inerensed supply is exnect- 
ed. Commenting on Lord Strath- 
cona’s inquiries, the Miller, which is 
the leading organ of the milling 
trade, says: ‘Durum only recuires 
proper handling to become one of the 
most prized wheats. It is destined to 
rival the best Manitoba wheat in 
value”.
